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News by the December Mail. 

'Pile rauk of cornet and oiuiign ia to be 
abollalicd. These gradea will, acoordiugl/, 
dUappear from the Army List at the coin- 
muncumeut of' the next financial year. 

The Abyssinian Medal has been issued 
to officers and men proceeding on foreign 
service ; but the ono fur the Kav Zoalaiid 
war, whiol> was virtually over before the 
_ttack on the late King Theodora was con- 
templated, still “ hangs fire." 

Another gunpowder explosion took place 
at Jlossis Curtis Jls Harvey’-s powder mills 
at Hounslow on Doceiiiber 17. Three men 
were blown to pioees, and, a.s usual with 
these aceidems, nobody knows how it came 
to happen. | 

All Rome hi laughing at an adventure 
of two representatives of the Loudon demi- 
imnde, who, on their way to Romo, fas- 
tened themselves on an iimoceut prelate, 
and wore presented by him to Cardinal 
Antouelli as English ladies of fashion. 

The fireman , in the employ of Messrs 
John Bright & Brothers, cai-pet and cotton 
juauufacturers, Rochdale, discovered that 
James Mills, aged 49, a man of intemper- 
ate liabits, had got into the premises dur- 
ing December 1 4, and had . been scalded , to 
death in the boiler-house. 

The first suicide from the now bridge at 
Blaekfriars took place on December 17. 

A man, apparently betweeu twenty and 
thirty yeai-s of age, juuiped into the river, 
and was drowned. He rose five or six 
times, and several parties endeavoured to 
Sivve him. The body has not been re- 
eovei-ed. 

Oil December 11, the punishment of the 
lash was carried out upon eight garottere 
who bad been sentenced by Mr Justice 
Lush at the Leeds Assizes. ' From what 
nccurred, it is obvious that the convicts 
dread the lash to a degree which iiiustrates 
the wisdom of the Laigislature in giving 
judges the power of ordering its infliction. 

On December 7 two young pien named 
Beilis and Jones were rowing in a small 
boat on the Mersey, near Tranmere. Beilis 
liad his dog with liim. The boat capsized. 
Jones, who was a good swimmer, tried to 
save Beilis, but the dog, mounting on Bei- 
lis' back, bit Jones_ savagely every time he' 
approached Beilis. The result was that 
poor Beilis was drowned. 

A frightful accident occurred at the 
Bristol 'Tiieatre ou Bo.xing Night. Thu 
pit and gallery eutraiice i.s approached by 
a descent, and the crowd was so great that 
a large mttiibur of persons were thrown 
down and trampled upon. Eigliteen were 
Skilled. The manager very wisely opened 
the doors, and permitted tlic performance 
to proceed ; and by doing so, in all proha- 
bility prevented a further loss of life. 

Old player-s at billiards will be amazed 
fiat the scores which have recently been 
made at borne. In a game between Cook 
ami the son of the champion Roberts, tlie 
I former ran up a break of 38S, making 119 
raspot strokes in siicoession. Tliis was the 
’ largc.Ht break at billiards ever known ; but 
the same player bas since exceeded it, 
iiaving scored in one break no less than 
393, including 112 spot strokes. Cook is 
^id to have clinllenged the champion, and 
it is not likely Robeits will oppose him. 

A boy named Wai-eing, wbo put a child 
four yeara of age on the fire for singing a 
jiolitical song at Blackburn, was brouglit 
^ up for examination before the local mawis- 
gtrates on December 18. The solicitor who 
appeared for the defence said that Ware- 
ing had been warned against singing such 
songs, and having been so taught, he ima- 
gined it was wrong in othei-s. He asked 
that the case might be adjourned, and the 
iad released from custody, so that the 
]iareuLs of the children might settle the 
matter. The Bench said th.it liad the pri- 
soner been older, they would have dealt 
witii him severely. 

Ou December 9 an explosion took place 
111 one of the storehouses of the Ro.‘;slyn 
Powder Mills, situated' about a mile from 
le village of Rosslyn, near Edinburgh. 
Eighteen barrels of sporting gunpowder 
were placed in the store-house, and a siiort 
time before the explosion the liouse was 
J visited by the pei-soii in charge, who found 
^all right, A quarter of an hour afterwards 
all explosion took place, the building being 
com]iletely destroyed, and other works un- 
roofed. The houses near had their win- 
dows all broken. Wonderful to state, only 
one man was hurt, and his injuries are not 
aei'iou.s. 

Captain Norman, R.N., died, from 
disease of tlie heart, on December 12, at 
Ramsgate, aged 53. He entered the Navy 
iu early age, and by perse verauoo gained 
for himself the r.ink of Commander. He 
commanded H.M.’s steamship Victoria at 
Melbourne. Captain Norman was in 
charge of the expedition in search of Burke 
and his followers, who were lost in the 
Australian bush in 1862. Hecommanded 
)• itlie Naval forces during the war iu New 
’Zealand, and received the thunks of the 
ssembly for his valuable services ; and 
a led the exploring party in search of 
hipwrockod people upon tho Auckland 
elands in 1865. The deceased only re 
-urned home % few months ago for tho 
lurpose of taking out the. turret-ship, at 
resent being built at Chatham for tho de- 
fence of .Melbourne^

In reference to the fine inflioled ujiou 
Herr Bandmann, the tragedian, in JIol- 
bourtic, for “ wilfully and maliciously ” 
destroying a case of pliotographs belonging 
Co Mr Norman, the Pcdl Mail Gaxelli re- 
marks : — “ It Bpjaka well for onr artiates 
at homo that although nothing cun exceed 
the ridiculous light iu which many of them, 
especially tho datiseiises, are daily exliibited 
by photographs in the shop windows, they 
never attempt to destroy these works of 
art. The provocation, moreover, is greater 
than that which roused hir Bandmann to 
fury, the error committed iu his case being 
only the substitution of one set of garmenis 
for imother, whereas our actresses might 
plead in extenuation of their taking the 
law into their own liand.s, that tlieir pho- 
tographs .re|)rcsent them as wearing hardly 
any garments at all.”. 

" Tho Anglo- Australian in London,” a 
writer in the Jiurojtem Midi, stuios that 
“ the Lenton Troupe are .still at the Hol- 
bom Amphitheatre. Lady Don has been 
indisposed and absent from the stage for 
Reverul weeks, but she is now recovering. 
George Fawcett is playing kt the Olympic. 
Julia Mathews impei-seiiates tlie ‘ King of 
the Gold Mines,’ at the Covent Garden 
Theatre, in the p.intomime entitled ' The 
Yellow Dwarf.’ I hear that those clever 
artistes, Mr and Mrs George Case, will 
shortly return to England. Barry Snllivan 
has gained fresh laurels by his production 
of ‘ Love’s Sacrifice.’ His Matthew Elmore 
is a splendid piece of acting, and all the 
newspapers in London have been unani- 
nious in praising his performance. Madame 
Celeste has been i»erforming at the Green- 
wich Theatre. Charles Wilmot, the come- 
dian and burlesque actor of Dimediu, has 
been engaged to ap[iear at the Lyceum iu 
Opera Bouffe early in Jauuaiy. Austra- 
lians will regret to hear of the death of 
their old cricketing friend Tom Lockyer, 
who died of consumption ou December 22, 
at Croydon.” 

On December 3 a distressing acciilent 
happened at Bradley, near Wolverhamp- 
ton, at the Britannia Iron Works. About 
11 a.m., when the works were fully on, 
and all the hands were engaged at their 
furnaoes, one of the boilers blew up, and 
was rent into nearly a dozeu pieces ; the 
roofs of the furnaces, and tho surrounding 
brickwork and iron piping, were shattered 
and driven iu all diroctions. General con- 
sternation and panic at once prevailed. 
Men who were cut and scalded ran away. 
When the ruins could be searclied, one 
young man was found dead, with h s skidl 
shattered, and his whole body dreailfully 
burnt by the hot masonry wdiieh was over 
him. Not far off was another vei'y simi- 
larly mutilated, and quite dead ; and close 
by ware six workmen, some partly buried 
and others wholly so, all burnt and scalded, 
ivtid soiiie with fractured limbs and fearful 
contusions about the head and other parts 
of the body. Vehicles, with straw and 
blankets, were got with as little delay as 
possible, and seven sufferers were taken to 
the hospital in Wolverhampton. By two 
o’clock one of the seven had ceased to live. 
George Hawthorne, the engineer in charge 
of tho boiler, was on the works at the 
time, and escaped with slight injuriea 



Struck by Lightning on Parade. 

The Timet of Natal gives an account of 
a most extraordinary occurrence, which 
took place at Pietermaritzburg on the 14th 
October. It appears that Fort Napier is 
situated on a hill abounding with iron 
stone, and that wliile the 20th Regiment 
were being paraded, during a violent storm, 
about fourteen of the men belonging to 
Captain M’Nainee’s company were struck 
by lightning. ’Ihe right-hand man was 
instantaneously killed by tlie .shock, Ids 
rifle being split from top to Imotoni. Two 
other rifles were similarly damaged. Four 
of the men were, removed to the hospital. 
It seems it was fortunate for the men that 
their arms wore at the “order,” with bayo- 
nets unfixed, for if it had happened when 
I the men were sbindiug witli bayonets 
fi.xod it is impossible to conceive the loss 
of life that miglit Imve followed. The 
other men who were thrown by tbe shock 
are in a fair way of recovery. We under- 
stand that about the year 18.5,5 a patrol 
was knocked down by lightning, and two 
or throe men killed, so that with this pre- 
cedent'the military anthoi'itie.a .should have 
been, to say the least, careful, and not 
have exposed the men to unnecessary dan- 
ger, A few days previous to tlie occur- 
rence, a Kaffir lender and seven of his 
men were killed hv a flash iu the imme- 
diate vicinity of tho present accident. 



We have heard many storie.s of the dis- 
covery of gold in the gizzards and crojis of 
Australian ducks and fowls, but never did 
we hear before yesterday that merahers of 
the fitiny tribes were given to secreting 
tbe precious metal. AVe were, however, 
informed by an individual in whom the 
fact seems to have developed a singular 
affection for the bod of the Thames Es- 
tuary, that he positively found a bit of 
gold, M Urge as a pin’s head, attached to 
the gills of a sohnnpper, which ho was 
cleaning. “Oil,” remarked he, with an 
envious and yet hopeless sigh, “it's my be- 
lief that most of the gold is in tho bed of 
that fhero river. "—TAaOTcs Timnt.

According to tho Now Eoaland Gazette, 
there are 189 medical pnictitipiiors in the 
Colony.

A largo speutmon of quartz from Wan- 
gapoka has been tested by Dr Tutton. It 
yielded gold at the rate of Ooz. 9dwt. and 
17gr. to theton. 

Sparrows are now quite acclimatised in 
Canterbury, aud are very coinuionly seen, 
not only iu the streets of , Ohristehurcb, but 
also ou tUo Kiccarton, Lincoln, aud Great 
South roads. ’ 

A medical mau iu Melbourne has been 
committed for trial on a charge of man- 
akughter of a female patient. The ovidonce 
went to show that the doctor was intoxi- 
cated during the accouchement of the un- 
fortunate woman. 

Tlie Provincial Government of Canter- 
bury have accepted a tender at j£57 for 
kec])ing the Avon clear of water-cross 
during tlie next twelve months. If that 
stream were near I oudoii, what would not 
a contracter pay for the privilege? • ■ 

The establishment of a new industry in 
a Colony is a thing most worthy of recorJ 
and enoourageinent. Our readers generally 
will be glad to iearii that there is a proba- 
bility of a glass nmiiufactury being estab- 
lished in or near the city of Auckland in 
a short time. 

Plieasants are becoming a complete pest 
in the Lower Waikato country, Auckland. 
The birds are so uiiinerons and commit 
such depredations anioiig.st the cnltivutlons, 
that the natives hiive petitioned the Go- 
voinmeut for comjiensation for the damage 
done by them. 

Mr Henry Anderson, who was for some 
time editor of the WeUingtem [udepeMlent, 
is, it is reported, about to resume tbe 
editorial chair in connection with the 
IVanganui Timet, which is to be resusci- 
tated as a (Uily paimr, and placed under 
his management. 

A monster meeting, at which 1,200 
mmere were present, has been held at the 
Tliames. They petitioned tlie Government 
to find them employment, or to grant them 
passages to the other colonies, Tlie Su- 
pjrinteiideiit replied tliat the Government 
woulil certainly not grant them passage.s 
elsewhere, ami that ])lonty of employment 
could be had at wage.s of 5s. a day. 

Pro.spectiug for gold in the Province of 
Hawke's Bay is still continued, hut as yet 
without satisfactory results. Mr TiiTcii 
niport.s to the local paper th.it liis party 
have worked down Ngauroro river, finding 
the “ colour" in iiiauy instances, and that 
they are now eoiitiiiuiug their researches 
iu tlie Kereru country. 

A very serious accident oesurreri at Wel- 
lington on -Monday last to John Hanley, a 
seaman ou board the Lord Ashley, by a 
case slipping out of the slings, and falling 
ou his head, stripping nearly the whole of 
the scalp off. The poor fellow was at once 
conveyed to the hosjutal, hut his recovery 
Ls deemed hardly possible . — Ndton Even- 
ing Mail, 

The challenge of Harris, tho cImm]>iou 
of Austialia, to run the world for £100 at 
each of the following distances, viz., 100 
yards, 150 jmrcls, 200 yards, 300 yards, 
and 460 yaixls — or £500 in all, h.is been 
accepted by Frank Hewitt, the champion 
runner of England. The races were to take 
place on tlie Melbourne cricket ground, on 
Saturday aud Monday, the 5 th and 7 th 
inst. 

We have received a copy of the Wetdand 
Gazette of the 18th inst., which gives a le- 
turn of all sudden and accidental deaths 
reported to tho Wcstlaiul police during the 
year ending 31st December, 1809. The 
deaths from drowning were 18 males ; and 
from mining accidents, 21 males. From 
other causes there are reported 25 males 
and 11 females. Total, 00 male.s, and II 
feuiale.s. — IE. 0. Timet. 

A barman at Wagga Wagga endeavored 
to do a sharp thing and failed. A man 
had “ chalked up” l6s 6d, and after the 
lajise of some time, came to the house 
again. He called for two drinks, anil gave 
£1 in payment. Tlie barman impounded 
the lOs Gd from the change; hat an action 
wa.s brought against him, and Iks was cotii- 
[lelled to return the 16.s 6d, along witli 
Ids costa. 

A curious civcuiustance occurred iu Gra- 
hainatowii yesterday, wliicli might be in- 
teresting to some.of our medical nieii. A 
eliild of two or three years of age, wliose 
'parent resides in Graliaiiistown, had been 
ailing for some days. The child went to 
sleep yesterday afternoon, during which 
sleep a worm camo down its nostrils, aud 
the little sufferer has since experienced 
considerable relief . — iliamet Times. 

Tho sugar producing interest of Queens- 
land seems to lie largely iucrousiiig. The 
returns miule by the Goveriimciit Inspec- 
tor for the firat three qnarteis of the last 
year, lead to tho conclusion that the 619 
tons of 1 8G8 will be found to have been at 
least trebled in 1869 ; iinil the 35,999 gal- 
lons of mm will have inerea-sed -to between 
fifty aud sixty thonsaiid gallons In I860, 
seventeen sugar mills and two distilleries 
were added to those of the previous year, 
anil not a week elapses but Otliora are con- 
templated, or in constriictioB. 



‘ The yield of the Long Drive for the 
fortnight ending Baturday, 12th inst., was 
- no less than 1830 uimcos of retorted gold ; 
that of tho Goldou Crown, fur the - sumo 
period, was 408 ounces from 85 tons of 
stone. Specimens from the Excolsior have 
tiinied out 22 ounces of gold from 851hs. 
of stone. 

Mr St. John Branigiiu is meeting with 
determined oppomtiou froiu seme of the 
Northern journals. The following epeci- 
uion of editorial sarcasm is from the Wel- 
lington Pu.it : — “ Wo are able to state 
antlioritiitively that tliere is no triitli in 
the report which was in circulation after 
the publication of the telegrauis iilluding 
to the disturbed statu of Ireland; that 5Ir 
Brauigaii is about to ge home to take 
charge, of the Irish Constahularly. An 
application to that effect is riunoiii-ed to 
have been made by the Imperial Goverii- 
nicut, but our ministry determined, by way 
of retaliating on Earl Granville his scurvy 
treatment of us, to refuse it point blank.” 



The Irish Land Question. 

The muse has not been silent in 2 >ro- 
claiiiiiiig the wrongs of the poor and op- 
pressed tenants of Ireland : — 

Mr Allingtou, a Protestant, is a native 
of Ballysiuiiiuoii,-in Donegal, aud iu his 
poem, “ Lawrence Bloomfield in Ireland," 
lie paints with'great accuracy tho dirt'event 
typos of landlords aud tenants, and the so- 
cial condition of his native country. Take 
tlie case of Doran, a tenant. His father, 
ill combat with a ban-eu soil, succeeds after 
a long struggle in making it jiroductive. 
At first his three sons aid him ; then one 
emigrates, another dies of hardshiji, and 
the eldest. Jack, laboms on witli his fatiier, 
acts as a drover of cattle for others, goes 
to Scotland and England to mow and reaji, 
and rctuniiug, adds his gains to the farm. 
No lease can be obtained ; tlie father dies, 
and the sou becomes tenant instead. He 
is soon taught the lesson — 

‘ 'Tis wise to show a miserablo face ; 

A decent hat, a wife’s good shawl or gown, 

For higher rent may mark the farmer down. 
Beside your window shun to plant a rose, 

Lest it should draw the prowling baililf's nose ; 
Nor deal iu whitewash, lest the cottage lie 
A target for the bullet of his eye. 

Rude be your feuoo and field— if trig and trim 
cottier shows them, all the worse for him. 

To scrape, beyond expenses, if he can, 

.A silent, ste.althy penny is tho plan 
Of him who dares it— a siiS2>ected man ! 

With tedious, endless, heavy.ladeu toil. 

Judged to have thieved a pittance from the soil.’ 
Jack's son, an active, energetic young 
peasant, in whose education he takes a 
pride, wishes, in the ardour of his youth, 
to give evidence of progress, and works to 
make their callin' comfortuble. Tlie con- 
flict between the insticts of an enterprising 
nature aud tlic influence of lessons taught 
by sad exjieriencu’ia thus told. The son 
was 

‘ Ou house and field finprovepient bravely bent ; 
“My hoy," said Jack, “you’li only raise the 
rent, 

Or got us hunted from too good a place,” 

And hacked his fears by many a well-known ease. 
He praised their added room, but shook his head ; 
The small new dairy filled his soul with dread ; 
To out a drain might dig their own pit-full ; 
'Twere ostentation to rebuild a wall ; 

And did they further dare to stub their whins. 
The Great Folk soon would visit all their sins. 

“ We’ll buy.” — “ But they won’t soli.” — “ More ; 
rent we'll pay.” 

“ They’ll charge three prices, or snap all away,” 
'What could Ne.al do ?— his parents getting old 
Detamed him ; hut his early hopes were colA 
Tiiiprove they must not ; if pernutteii still 
To merely stoy, 'tie at the Agent’s wilt 
They long have struggled, with some ]ioor success ; 
But well they know, shou-hl harder fortune press, 
Their slow prosjierity is thin and poor. 

And may not even potty rubs eudurc.’ 

Tlio serf-tenants are ‘ licnimed from tho 
former space of moor and turf ; all privilege 
and profit from the land is for the ‘ Great 
Folk,' as they are called ; and there is uo 
authority that insjiires more awe tiinu 
thcii'S — 

‘ Mark the evil of a low estate : 

Not Poverty, but Slavery — one man's fate 
Too much at mercy of another’s will i 
Doran has prospered, but is trembling still. 

Onr Agent's lightest word his heart oau slmke, 
The bailiffs busby eyebrow bids him shake.' 



Fenian Outrages in Ireland. 

On December 14, four men eutereil tlie 
shop of Mr Dow'ling, gunsmith, of Dublin, 
One iiresciitcd a revolvei at an apprentice 
bebiml tbe comiter, saying that if ho made 
an alarm he would be bliot ; aiiotlier placed 
a sbutter across the door leading to the 
dwclliiig-liOMSO. Tiio two shop-bnvs called 
out, and Mr Dowling, who was at brenk- 
fast, came dowiKstaira, and, stumbling over 
the shutter, asked what all the noise wins 
about ? One of tho party levelled his re- 
volver and tired, saying, " Tliat'.s it.” Mr 
Dowling was not hurt. Finding the aliinn 
given, tlie men went away. At the door 
ouc of tlicm tired again, biitwitliout efl'uct. 
The foui’tii man had a carpet-bag. They 
escaped by Eustace-stveet, giving a clieer. 
— In half an hour iifterwurds the shop of 
Mr Farkiusou, gunsmith, Arranquny, wms 
entered by four men, apparently the same 
persons, aud a similar scene occurred. The 
porter, who left the sho)> to raise an alariii, 
was fired at, but missed, Mr Parkinson, 
IiOHi’ing the noise, came down, and he was 
fired at without effect. He went into tho 
liall for ,issi.staiiee and the party escajied, 
three of them getting into a cab waiting 
for tlieni in the lane. Tho police were in- 
formed of the occijvrence, but no arrests 
have been made. One of tbe guiisniitbs 



whose shop was visited at Dublin status iu 
a letter to the pepera that he' was directly 
fired at, and iliktthe bullut pierced a sheat-^ 
iron sign standi Qg oii fhe counter^ ' 'The 
burgluis took'',|^fii his sliup two guns, as 
well as two rovolxjr'pistoiii. 

On Duceinbor yesidcnco of Mr 

O’Ooimor, Moorockjodge, King’s County, 
was attacked by four men. M rs O’Ccimur 
opeiiod tlie door, and was detaiuod in tho 
hall by oue of tlio party, while the others 
went into her bcd-rUDin und took two guns. 
They tlien dragged Mr O'Connor outside 
ami cut off his nose. Meuntime, un ahiriii 
was given ut tlie iieighboiii iiig residence of 
Mr Bidloy. who, witii his two sons, pro- 
ceeded to Moorock and captured one of tbe 
party, On the 2Lst it was reported that 
anotlier arreat had been made. 

A robbery of arms in Clonakilty has 
also been rejiorted. Three men with their 
faces blacheiied accosted a farmer outside 
the town, and ’wrested from him a gun 
which he was carrying to get repaired at a 
gunsmith’s shop there. 

A daring outrage was committed on tlie 
27 th December near Beleek, in the County 
of Armagh , Charles Murphy, a bailiff ou 
tlie ]>ix)perty of Mr C. H. L. Ward, of 
Stratford-on-Avon, was sitting at Ruj)])!!!- 
wheu a party of men entered liis Ms liou.se, 
after firing shots, and stimck liiin on tlio 
head witli h pistol. He ran into a corner, 
und they as-saulted him again. Tlicy al.so 
assaulted his wife and daughters. One of 
tliem handed him a book and wanted Mm 
to take an oath, but he refused, Tliey 
smashed the furniture and wimlow.s, ami 
tlien went away. He sup]io.ses tiiat tliuy 
accuse him with being instnimental iu 
getting some of tiieir rents raised, ultlioiigh 
there is no foundation for the charge. In 
February lust ho received a tlireattuiug 
letter, and a party of men broke in Lis 
door. — On the same day, a notice was 
jxisted on a Roman Catiinlic cliajiol ut 
Garrick, County Donegal, cautioning the 
tenants against paying any increase of 
rent to the Hessi's Musgnive, of Belfast, 
who lately purehased some pro[ieity upon 
which they were expending largo sums in 
imjirovonients,. 



Desperate Encounter -witli a Bush- 
ranger. 

KOBIIEKY and ASS.VULT AT TUB AME«ICA!l YAKI>. 

The Guadagui Times gives the following ^ 
particulars of this desperate affair .■ — “ On 
Monday, 13th ult., about 2 a.m., Mr Led- 
widge was preparing to stmt for Adelong 
to jnu’cliase goods, when a bushranger, who- 
is believed to be the iiotorioiia Power, iVoin 
the Victorian side, walked in and deir.aiulcil 
bis money. The ruffian was armed with 
H pair of fonnidablc revolvers iu his belt, 
and carried a double-barrel gun. A sort 
of sci’iimble for the valuables — which, we 
presume, were lying on the table — ensued. 
Mr Ledwidge secured a bag containing 
ever £50 worth of gold, and another witii 
about £20 of silver in it ; hut the roblier 
obtained possession of a bundle of cheques, 
and orders to tbe amount of £40. Led- 
widge and bis wife then seized the bush- 
ranger, and iu the struggle that followed, 
the gun he curried went off, tiie contents 
cutting off part of Mrs Lcdwuige’s ear. 
We have been snfoi'mcd that at this time 
the ruffian couH easily have been .secured 
had a hawker wlio was present acted as be 
sliould have done, but the cowardly fellow 
would give no assistance. Finding that 
he aud his wife were unable to captnra 
their Bs-sailant, ft .seem.sthat Mr Ledwidge 
ran off for assistance to the pulice-statioii, 
which is about a mile off, Ou Ms way lie 
came ocioss a fine horse, saddled and 
bridled, evidently bctonging to the busli- 
raiiger. He attempted to get ou tlio ani- 
mal to ride forward, but finding it to be 
spirited and restive, contented himself with 
taking the saddle, bridle, and swag from it, 
hiding them, and turning the horse loose. 
On Mr Ledwidgcls return to lii.s stoic with 
iissistaiice, he found that Power (if their 
as.saihiiiz was that scoundrel) bail duritig 
his absence frightfully iil-treatuil his wife.. 
He had twice attempted to set five to tho 
stove, but the brave woman had each time 
extinguished tho fl.inics ; and the rnirian,. 
being by tills time infiiiiii'ted by the cour- 
ageous rc.sistance he bad met with, and by 
his ill success in securing the booty be had 
anticipated, struck her with the butt of bis 
gnnu several times over tlie f.icc and uhus!.. 
Mr-S Ledwidge’s face, tliroiit, and bnsoin 
are sliockingly bruised and btaekeiied by 
tlio blows slie. thus received. The robber 
bad decamped before MrLeiiwidgn arriveiJ, 
but as be is on foot, there is every reason 
to liO)ie that the police, who are. ui iinrsuit, 
will speedily secure him. If it is Power 
who committed this offence. u.s wn are as- 
sured is the case, tlio fact of the Victorian 
Government having offereil a reward of 
£300 for his appfehenrion may add to tho 
keenness with wMch the searcli for hint 
will be prosecuted. Mr ),rdwidge has 
handed over to the jmlice the buslii’aiiger'H- 
hoise, saddle, and bridle, wMcb have been, 
forwarded to Albiiry. We consider that 
the courage displayol by Mr and Mra Led- 
widge, especially by the latter, dc.serve.s. 
great praise ; while, if the hawker wluv 
VV. 1 S present acted ns above nan ated — and 
we have every reason to credit the correct- 
ness of the version we have re,ceived, Mis- 
cunduct is deserving of the severest ceis- 
snre, ns ntteriy cowardly, .sellisli, and nn- 
manly. We presume he decaiujiud whuis 
tho affray began.’’

Pykb regret tho want of tact displayed and 
the, short-aighted policy adopted by him. 
It is very unpleasant to ha’^e to make these 
strictures, but in fairness to the mining 
portion of the community more especially, 
by whom tho inconvonionco and loss occa- 
sioned through Mr PyKs’s persistent and 
studious inattention to their intei-ests is 
most severely felt — wo cannot any longer 
refrain from doing so ; and we do trust 
that in future we shall have the pleasure 
of reporting Air Pyke os a paragon of 
punctuality and patience, instead of tho 
exact reverse, as at present. 

[Since writing the above article, we at- 
tended the sitting of the Court held yes- 
terday, and injustice to Mr Pyke we may 
state that he apologised for his aon-atteml- 
ance on the preceding Wednesday, and in- 
timated that it was caused by an attack of 
illness. Wardens, we suppose, are like 
other mortals in this respect, and do oc- 
casionally have to bear thoirshare of human 
ills. If we have wronged Mr Pyke in 
accusing him of dereliction of duty in this 
particular instance, we beg to tender our 
apologies.] 



Some short time back we had occ.'ision to 
notice the total disregard for the public 
convenience^ and the palpable display of 
personal comfort versus the publie interest, 
exhibited by Mr Warden Pyke in his at- 
tendance at our local hall of justice on the 
days appointed for the sittings of tho Resi- 
dent Alagistrate's and Warden’s Courts. 
We vainly hoped that, after the publica- 
tion of the article referred to, some slight 
amendment would take place in the hour 
of opening the Court, seeing that we are 
but favoured with the presence of Mr 
Pyke once during every fourteen days, 
and that there is generally a great quantity 
of businosa to he transacted ; but no, tlie 
large number of miners, tradespeople, and 
others whom business brings to the Court- 
house, are, without the slightest considera- 
tion on the part of our independent and 
infallible Warden, kept hanging about for 
houi-3 after tho appointed time, the business 
of the day does not receive that amount of 
attention which it ought, and as a conse- 
quence general dissatisfaction maintains. 
To add to the discontent which has for 
some considerable time existed in this 
m.atter, a telegram was received from the 
Warden on Wednesday iast to' the effect 
that ho was unijivoidably detained at Clyde, 
and instructing Sergeant Cassells to inti- 
mate to those ill attendance that the sitting 
of the Resident Magistrate's and Warden’s 
Courts was adjourned till the following 
T uesday. We should be wanting in our 
duty as public journalists did wo allow this 
sort of thing to pass without raising our 
voice in oondemna’.ion of it ; and we 
l^ertainly do think that the hearty and sm- 
ceie wishes for Mr Pykb’s future ivelfare 
(as we may playfully term them) which 
were given vent to on the occasion, were 
mild ih comparison to what they with pro- 
priety might have been, . When we state 
'that persons were in attendance .at the 
Court on therday we mention who had 
come no less than twenty-five miles (from 
the Nevis), and numerous others from 
places many miles distant, we cannot be 
accused of using stronger language than is 
■necessary when we say that such conduct 
on the part of Mr Pykb is intolerable, as 
well as prejudicial to public business. We 
cannot see that any legitimate excuse can 
be put forward for it — the public business 
should not be brought to a standstill, and 
the community should not be put to such 
needless expense, because one individual — 
even though ho does hold the exalted posi- 
tion of Warden of the Diinstan district- 
takes it into his head that such shall be 
the case. A storm has been brewing for 
long by reason of this inconsiderate mode 
of treating those whom he should do his 
utmost to serve, and whose interests should 
havo a little more weight with him than 
they appear to have at present; and judging 
from the dally complaints which we hear 
on the subject, wo imagine that when it

About a month since, while on a visit 
to the reefs at Bendigo, Mr Watden Fyke picked 
a piece of etene, ■weigliing about six pounds, 
from a heap which had been raised from one of 
the claims on the Bendigo line of reef, and hav.

— Specimen 
received. Mica schist, traversed by oblique 
veins of quarts. Contains of gold 30 to 35 ozs. 
per ton.— Heotch, Geologist" We nnderstand 
that there ia plenty of the same description of 
stone raised from the claim whence the piece we 
hare mentioned was taken. 

On Sunday evening last, a high wind 
prevailed in this district, sind as thn night ad- 
vanced it increased to a perfect hurricane. Frail 
tenements were shaken in a most alarming man- 
ner, but fortunately very little damage xras 
done. The only serious casualty we have heard 
of occurred about eleven o’clock, when the frame- 
work of the new Catholic Church, which had 
been erected a few days previously, was com- 
pletely blown down. Wo understand that the 
gale was also severely felt at the Reefs, and ia 
other places in the neighbourhood. 

On Siitardiiy, the 5th instant, a man 
named John Williams, a bullock-driver on Mr 
M 'Lean's station, mot with a severe accident, 
The wheel of hie dray passed over his shoulder, 
which was dislocated. He has since been con- 
veyed to the Dunstan Hospital. 

The iuiniversiiry ball and supper of 
Court Star of Cromwell, A.O.F., which took 
place in Mr Kidd’s hall on Friday evening last, 
was a most decided success, and as pleasant and 
enjoyable a rinnion as we have witnessed 
for a considerable time. We understand that 
the attendance was not so large as at the ball of 
last year ; yet (except in a pecuniary point of 
view) this was no drawback' to the success of the 
gathering. The programmo of dances was an 
excellent one, and was carried out with grer ■: 
spirit by those present. Tho band, conaiating 
of Messrs Rock and Milhum, of Clyde, assisted 
by Messrs Whether and Campbell, was very ef* ^ 
ficient, and gave great satisfaction, The first 
portion of the programme was concluded about 
half-past twelve, and the company, numbering 
about fifty couples, sat down to an exceUeat 
supper, provided by Mr Kidd. The tables were 
laid in first-class style, and high enconiums were 
passed on the host and hostess for the superior 
quality and great variety of the viands provided. 
Tho chair was occupied by Bro. Beck, C.R., 
Court Star of the Dunstan, supported by Bro. 
Marsh, C.R., Court Star of Cromwell ; Bro, 
Marshall, Court Royal Qak of the Kawarau, 
being Vice-chairman. Several toasts were giveu 
and responded to in short hut appropriate 
speeches, and the company again adjourned to 
the biU-room, where dancing was kept up until 
long after daylight. Mr E. Barnes kindly offi- 
elated A8 Master of the Ceremonies, and a more 
able cr obliging one it would be difficult to find. 
From the Bannockburn and Kawarau Gorge 
there were a considerable number present, Court 
Royal Oak ''of the Kawarau being well repre- 
seated. 

. A somewhat singular accident happened 
last Monday on the Clyde road, about four miles 
from Cromwell, by which a horse belonging to 
Mr G. Smith, carrier, was nearly killed. It ap- 
pears th.at Smith endeavoured to cover with a 
large stone a hole about tea feet deep, which 
was in close and dangerous proximity to the 
roadside For this purpose he harnessed hie 
horse to the stone, and then drove him over the 
hole, intending to leave tho stone on the top, 
and thus cover it up. The atone, however, 
proved too small for the purpose, and it slipped 
into the hole, drag^ng tho horse after it. 'With 
the assistance of several waggoners who were 
with him. Smith, after several hours' hard work, 
succeeded m getting the horse out, and it is, we. 
believe, slowly recovering. 

The price of oats at the Bendigo reefs is 
8s a busid- The farmers in that neighborhood 
ought tb make a good thing of it this season. 
With very few exceptions, harvesting operations 
have boen completed.

surrounding communities. On Friday lost twi 
largo timber waggons were loaded withioighi 
tons of Wakatip flour for Wanaka Lake nU' 
Cardrona, dispatched by the local agents of tb 
millers, It must be gratifying to the Wakati; 
people to know that they are able to supply th 
district, ns well as themselves, without c.^llingl 
in the aid of Dunedin, aud we trust to see thei; 
flour find its way to other parts of the Province. 

Mining matters in tho Queenstown dis- 
trict* must be in a very prosperous condition, if] 
we may judge from the large quantities of gold! 
which have of late been regularly forwarded byj 
tho Escort. The following were the amounts] 
brought down by Sergeant Fox on Saturday! 
last : — Bank of New Zealand. Queenstow'o, 661 
oza. ; Bank of Otago, 1078ozs.‘ ; Bank of New: 
Zealand, Arrow, 609ozs. ; total, 2348ozs. From] 
Cromwell 830ozs. were taken down in addition 
to the above, making a total of 317Soze. from 
the Queenstown district and Cromwell. 

Tlie Criminal Sittings of the Supreme 
Court were commenced on Tuesday, March 1, 
before his Honor Mr Justice Ward. The first 
case was that in which Eugene M'Carthy and 
Christopher Francis Le (srand were accused of 
having, at Kakauui, in December last, stolen a 
box of jewellery, the property of Mr F. L. Hay- 
man. Both prisoners were found guilty, and 
wete sentenced to eighteen months' imprison- 
ment. Janee Nicholas was indicted for having, 
on ths 24th of December, 1864, forged and ut- 
tered a cheque for £3 lOs, which purported to 
bear the signature of the Hon. Mathew lIolmeA 
The prisoner was found guilty of uttering, and 
was sentenced to eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment, with hard labour. The next case was 
that of George Haggerty, charged with having , 
cemmitted an indecent assault upon his d.iugh* | 
ter. The jury, after being locked up for a nightj ' 
•were unable to agree, and were discharged. His 
Honor made an order for a new trial.— The 
Court sat again on Wednesday, when Edward 
Sutton, convicted of having stolon a pocket-book 
containing money from the person of William 
Ross, a minor, residing at Moa Flat, w'as sen- 
tonced to two years’ imprisonment, •with bard 
labour. James Carter, late police constable at 
the Teviot, found guilty of fraudulently appro- 
priating money belonging to the Government, 
was sentenced to twelve months' imprisonment. 
— On Thursday, Edward Charles Young, aged 
twenty -three years, who pleaded guilty to the 
charge of cmbcz^iling moneys belonging to the 
Oamaru Times Company, whilst in their employ 
as collector, was sentenced to nine moutba’ im- 
prUonment. — Alexander Wiseman, aged thirty- 
three years, who pleaded guilty to embezzlement,' 
was sentenced to twelve months* imprisonment. 
Henry Charles Richards was then put on his 
trial for having, on tho 25ili November last, 
forged an acquittance. The case had only been 
partly heard when the Court, at about five 
o’clock, adjourned until next day.

BENDIGO QUARTZ REBPS. , 

The Aurora Compiufy’s claim is now in 
full swing, there being over thirty hands 
engaged in driving a tunnel and getting 
out stone. Their last emsUing of 70 tons 
yieldiid 180 ozs. of gold, and this result 
was obtained in eleven days, with five 
heads of stampers. The engineer’, Mr R. 
Reid, is making every exertion to get tho 
second sot of stampers ready for operating.

The 
acconiplishnient of this object will in many 
cases result in assisting to defray incidental 
expenses, and will enable the workingshare- 
holdsf'f .tauae more energy than heretofore, 
Lt^^treck a share in Colclough’s claim 
'Changed hands for j£,500, the purchasers 
being Messrs Holt, of Clyde, and Mr John 
Duhy, of tlio Gorge.

The 
ppoiutment of “ legal manager ” may be 
'ested in any member of the company or 
tlierwise. The office can be made to some 
xtent a formal one, or the directors may 
;ive really active managing powers. We 
lave said “ to some extent.” The legal 
auager is supposed to be the guardian of 
lie iaterests of the shareholders, but in 
nne cases out of ten he bows the knee to 
;he board of diieotors who control him. 
jiieverthcless, the public believe in the 
/ard of directors; they do not dread a 
l^hndle so much, and a company so formed 
!b''^us confidence. Another advantage is 
.t risks can be distributed ou the one 
lide, and investments ' guardedly made on 
lie other ; — so that all things work together 
a common good. Once a company is 
[ormed, it has a po.sition ; and though, 
eople believe they will make their claims 
qually valuable by keeping them in a 
:.i^l of joiut-stoek arrangement, defined 
|y agreements of alt kinds and natures, 
iliey are imich mistaken., “ Give us scrip, 
n<! a voting power, and then we know 
iliat we are doing,” say the public.

Sergeant CasaellB was sworn, ami deposed that 
on. the Sunday evening referred to he went into 
Beare's hotel, and found |wo drunken men in the 
bar, and several others slightly the worse for- 
liquor on the premiaea, and two of the latter be- 
hind the bar. Ho told defendant to close his 
house, which he imme<liately did. On Satur- 
days and Sundays there was generally a deal of ,' 
rowdyism at Logantown. 

The defendant stated that on the night in 
question, not long before the Sei'geant’s arnval, 
a man hod come to his door, and asked for a' 
night’s lodging ; and when the ddor was opened 
to admit him, the men whom the Sergeant com- 
plained about pushed in from the street. He had 
frequently great difficulty in keeping the house 
clear of drunken men, owing to the absence of 
police at Logantown. * 

The Magistrate said he had been thinking over 
this matter, and would write to the Govern- 
ment requesting them to station a constable at 
Logantown. The license-holders contributed 
laigely to the revenue of the Provinoe, and wore 
certainly entitled to some protection and sup- 
port. Although an infriiigement of the Ordi- 
nance had uudottbtedly taken place, he would 
merely fme defendant in the minimum sum of 
10s and costs (£L Os Gd). 

Police r. Patterson. — Defendant was charged 
with keeping his licensed house (at Logantown) 
open after 10 o’clock on the evening of Satur- 
day, 26th inst. 

Defetulant admitted the charge, and was fined 
5s and costs. 

Police V. John Wilson. — This was a similar 
charge, and a like penalty was mflictcd. 

CIVIL CASKH.

Our popuT^HSemains steadily at 200 
or thcreabodtSjWd I do not hesitate to 
prophecy ft permanency of settlement to 
this number, and I think if you add up 
the escorts from St. Bathaiis as published 
in the Dunedin papers during the p'ust 
year, you will find the average income per 
man (among 200) to be about .£2 13s a^ 
week, or £140 per uuuiim. 

The ill-feeling that has existed for some 
time about water rent has altogether sub- 
sided, At St. Batlians ifey as caused, in a 
great mea-sure, by the sudden and 

unexpected fuiltive of 80uv?of the extended 
claims in the basin, which the proprietors 
were obliged to abandon in consequence of 
the water rents being equal to two-thirds 
of tho revenue. It is scarcely fair to call 
the ground a failure — except when spoken 
of in comparison to the quantity of water 
used, and its price — as the average yield 1 
believe to be about £8 or £9 a week. 
The water companies have fair arguments 
ou their side — I speak unbiassedly. They 
have (1) a most costly maintemmeo of 
works, us shown, by the floods in JanuiU^ 
which must have cost the shareholders 
less than £.100 j (2) one of the companies 
has not yet recovered all its original ex^ 
penditure ; and (3) — tlie best reason of all 
— that there are a great many claims that 
can well afford to pay the present rates ; 
and that the demand is greater than the 
supply. 

This subject reminds me that I promised 
to keep you posted up in good investments, 
aud if you wish to prescribe for patients 
in your district troubled with quartz-reef 
fever (of dorse it is no use you interfering 
if they have already received other medical 
advice) you may safely recommend them 
to purchase — if they can get them— shares 
in any of the St Bathaus races, which, I 
do not hesitate to aver, are as sound as any 
mining property in the Colony. , 

. 1 have just heard that the Mount Ida 
water strike is likely to be settled in a few 
days, both parties having hoisted the ' flag 
of truce. Is it not singular that the strike 
did not affect the Escort — Mount Ida main- 
taining the head of the poll 1 Surely it is 
high time that Cromwell began to make a 
better score on the list — “Aurora’s rays 
(raise) are spreading far and wide." 

I see you have been drawing attention 
to the many evils caused by the leniency 
I of the Bankruptcy Act. I do not suppose 
I yon can find reom in your columns for a 
criticising discussion on all the sections of 
the Act, or even to enter into a controversy 
generally. I will, therefore, not attempt 
it, but it is certainly a question wlietlier 
the numerous easy esc.ipes open to debtors 
are not of service to Imperial and Colonial 
commerce ;. and also whether purification 
by bankruptcy has not a salutary effect 
on town and country trade. The loag 
credit system, and money borrowed at high 
interest, are diseases which imperceptibly 
creep in, spreading tlieir virus from tho 
heart of the city to every small dorarminity 
fed by tho city-trade ; and when an explo- 
sion takes place, the sound, honest trader, 
“ who has to compete foi: a while with the 



bubbles of uuscrnpulons sdvonturers," is 
rewarded for his patinuco and iutogrity by 
giiiiiing unlimited contidonco, which is of 
itself good capital. Do not condumu tbe 
Bankruptcy Act, but rather the trildcsinen 
who foster a love for its conveuioiicos. Far 
bettor enoouvogo logitiiaate trading, moro 
frequent auditing of short accounts or cash 
payraonts, and warn moii witlumi capital 
not to trn.st to chicanery, or to their wits, 
to force a trade on unno’/otifiMe anoeptunati. 
Let us hrve competition, by all moans, 
aiuoiig tr.idesmeu— it is Ilia best ohoc'ic 
po.ssible against extortion ; but preserve 
us from tho vultures who prey n|)ou tlie 
unwary, ruin confidence and credit, and 
bring misery on families by their trickery 
and plunder. . Bankruptcy has its work to 
do In this country — to sweep out nil riib- 
hish, ■ disci osa nil rottenness, and prove 
honest tradesmen. The secret of tho mis- 
chief is that Dunedin wus built up as u 
city in too great' a hurry. Merchants 
flocked in to supply a fast-inereasing po]iu- 
iation, which went away again almost as 
suddenly as it arrived, leaving tho luer- 
ehiinks to battle it out who should remain. 
A crash was inevitixlde, and the Bank- 
ruptcy Act has materially hastened it. The 
merchants hive, as a' last resource, at- 
tampted to drive a trade by out-selling one' 
another — to establish a custom ' up tbe 
country, even amongst small fry in whom 
they have but little confidence, and in 
.the hopes that these men, who are nothing 
more than their agents, will again drive a 
trade amongst the mining communities and 
their surroundings, to enable them to take 
up their acceptances. The Bankruptcy 
Act, I am of opinion, will prove as benefi- 
cial to the country ns the sudden fall in 
sheep and wool did. It caused the develop- 
ment of new industries, and weeded out 
most effectually the unfortunate stragglers 
on hopes deferred and dishonoured bills ; 
and it has caused the discovery that there 
are other resources in this country besides 
sheep farming. 

There was a time when miners had no 
idea of the prices of groceries and liquors, 
and would submit to any extortion as long 
as tlieir claims would pay ; but, thanks to 
the Press, who have heguu to quote the 
markets, the victims of extortion are be- 
ginning to open their eyes to the true 
state of affairs, and, assisted by total absti- 
nence societies — which have done more 
good for the miners than all the “ Carpe 
diems” (I found this Latin at the end of 
an English dictionary : but pardon me, for 
I am not the only classical man who ob- 
tains assistance from the same source) in 
New Zealand. Miners are begiunitig to 
feel that thej' also have an interest at stake 
in the country, and that they will have 
themselves to blame if they do not assert 
a position of respectability aud elective 
power. 

Contrary, 1 regret to confess, to tha 
usual order of thiii.gs, the St. Bathaiiites 
assume a friendly disposition to neighbor- 
ing townsbips. -As a proof of this, they 
are going to have a grand picnic on the 
banks of tho Mamiherikia on St. Patrick's 
Day, to which ’al! the world are invited to 
celebrate tbe anniversary and partake of 
the feast. Again, the local minstrels pro- 
ceed to Drybread on tho 1 1th inst., to give 
an entertainment in aid of the Drybread 
school funds, and will travel the eighteen 
miles, pay their own e.xpenses, and rig up, 
blacken their faces, aud sing comic songs 
free of all charge upon the funds, 
y. It is of no use my attempting to report 
.changes of weather, unless you intend to 
qe'vote a column to meteorology, as we 
liave to endure changes not only daily, 
but sometimes hourly, so capricious Ls the 
weather.

investment without sinking capital at all.

A lady, who -does not live many 
mdes from llockharapton, , and . who has 
irdmi'itetl, os a daughter of Eve should do, 
a liatred and dread of “serpents” more 
venomous than that one of old Nile which 
stung poor. Anthony, never goes- to bed 
without e.xamiiii’ng every nook and corner 
of the house : she peers under the sofa ; 
peeps under tlie bed ; scans the roof, and 
e.\iuuin03 tho walls ; empties the linen out 
ol the dirty clothes bag, and turns over the 
pillows. Slore than once her indiistiy has 
been rewarded, and she has several times 
trimnplmutly exhibited to her admiring 
neighbors rejitilcs as dead as nails, and 
minus heads (she always burns the heads), 
Imugiug across the broom-haudie. On 
'i'lmrsday evening, her husband being ab- 
sent and bar children in bod, she com-

Recant, Discovery of a Wholesale 
,1 ' i Tragedy in' Belgium. ’ ' ' -• 

[From the Qlat^iw UtwM.1 ' 

The lueoiitly discovered qi'iiae, oriwthhi;' 
series of crimes, porjwtratod at Hormi, 
equals and in soiuo respects surpasses in 
atrocity tho Bautin tragedy, and has pro- 
bably hi^ no, parallel in tills country sinco 
the time ‘ of ' Buike ' and' Haro, to whose 
crimes they bear a strong resombhmeo. The 
following, is the aceoiiiit given by tlio 
Oiyniie <fa jfbns':— About.foiir years ago 
a young man came to reside at Ilormi, 
where ho obtiihicd employment as a shep- 
herd. ' Shortly iiftorwards he made the 
aoquaintaried of a young woman, whom he 
married in the beginning of 1866. James 
Dessous le Moustier, for such was his name, 
had no mean-s whatever, neither had his 
wife ; nevertheless, he very soon started 
as a sheep dealer, on his own account, and 
the roailiness with wliich the brothers 
Thirion opened ' credits soon gave him an 
0])pgi,'tu!dty of entering into relations with’ 
tlimii. Those 'riiirious were three in num- 
ber, brothers, remarkable on account of 
their great stature ; and the rough and 
ragged co.stiimes in which iliey made tlieir 
appearance in the . Market of Mons con- 
trasted with tho large sums of money they 
carried in their belts. About oigliteen 
months' ago one of the brothers, named 
Nicholas, came to Mods, and thence to 
several places in the vicinity. After some 
time had elapsed, one of his family went 
in search of him, and he, too, disap)ieared 
in a like mysterious manner. After him 
came the third brother to seek him and he 
also vanished. Strange to say that, al- 
though uU three were -traced to Hornu and 
to Momstier’s house, the authorities only 
cited Moustier before them to answer 
certain questions, and, notwithstanding 
that pnhlic opinion accused him' of mniider- 
ing the three brothers, they did nothing 
more in the matter — did not even search 
his house, and he , remained free from 
molestation. From this time forth he jjvos- 
pered greatly ; he, who a short time pre- 
viously had not a' halfpenny, became a 
sheep dealer on a somewhat large scale, 
and in point of fortune one of the nota- 
bilities of the place. , It should be stated, 
however, that the inhabitants of Hoviin 
regarded liim with a cortaiii degree of hor- 
ror, and held as little comniuuication with 
him as possible. It was remai-ked at tbe 
time, or sliortly after the disappearance 
of the brothers, that he had a well in the 
■front court of his house filled up, on the 
pretence that ha intended to put up a pair 
of large gates as the future entrance ; he 
also had another place filled up, and a 
little outhouse built over it. These qiro- 
ceedings, considering the evil rumours that 
were afloat coucerniiig him, ought to have 
attracted the attention of the authorities ; 
but no such thing, he was allowed to lead 
a quiet and peaceful life. Things remained 
in this condition until his wife fell sick, 
and the nature of her ailment was such as 
perple.xed the medical man whp attended 
Iier. During the day she was very well ; 
but'in the course, of the night she was 
seized with vomiting, after drinking the 
liquids prepared 'for her " by her husband. 
In the daytime he was absent on business, 
and she was obliged to prepare them her- 
self. This alternate state continued dur- 
ing a week, and the doctor,, tiuable to come 
to any conclusion as to the malady which 
afflicted her, called in another member of 
the profession, and a day was fixed 'for 
examining the patient. On the day ap 
pointed, Moustier, contrary to his usual 
practice, remained at home, and on this 
])artictilar day it was remarked that his 
wife was seized with vomiting. The doc- 
tors on their arrival took possession of the 
vomit, greatly to tho dissatisfaction of 
Moustier, and carried it away with them, 
having conceived suspicions that she was 
poisoned. The next day the woman was 
visited by the doctois, who found her much 
better; nevertheless, her liiisbaiid went to 
her relatives aud told tlioin she was labor- 
ing under a complaint that might carry her 
oil’ at any nidineut ; he also went to a 
priest and told him the same thing and 
requested liim to call on her. This was 
on a Saturday. On the following Mon- 
day while her sister was tendng her, his 
wife was going on’in 'a highly satisfactory 
manner, when, all of a sudden, she was 
again seized with n. violent vomiting and 
purging, and in a short time died. The 
next day, Tuesday, Moustier wont .about 
his business in his usual quiot way, merely 
giving dii-ectiona that the funeral should 
be a first-class one. ■•On returning to his 
house, he met in the street tho doctor who 
hud been attending his wife, uud said, 
•‘ Ahem, here is a pretty job ; ;my wife 
died during the night !” Astonished by 
tlie sudden death of the wora.aii, the doctor 
at once oommnniixitfd his suspicious to the 
antliorities, and they on the following day 
ordered his arre.sl. When the police told 
him of tho chargO'.Bgalnst him lie . perely 
said “ All, if that were nil !” Hls arrest 
was followotl by a search of his house and 
premises, and on digging out tho well he 
had caused to be filled up, they found first 
one body and then a second — tho first in 
such an advnncod stage of decomposition 
that it was only held together by the 
clothes worn in its lifetime. The second 
body was much less so, ' and* was easily 
identified as that of Nicholas Thirion. 
These discoveries in tho well brought to 
the recollection of the neighbours the fil- 



ling uj) of tho other place. The outhouso 
ovei' tin’s was knocked down and the hole, 
dug out,’ and hero they discovered tho body 
of tho other brother. ■ Like tho other 
bodies, it tvas extended at full length, with 
tho arms crossed on the cliost. 'I’liis, too, 
was greatly decomposed ; so much so that 
on attempting foi imnovo it the head fell 
off. The exuitomeut caused by these dis- 
cqyerips wa-s intense, tlio more so na they 
revived the reeolleetion that two Cattle 
merchants , had mysteriously disappeared 
about two years previously, who also had 
been tracml to tho vicinity of Mons. Tho 
prisoner, it should be moiitioncd, had a 
inistiess who was in the habit of coming 
to his house to work, his wife being cogni- 
sant of the nature of tho connection be- 
tween the woman and her husband The 
next move of tbe authorities was to bring 
tho prisoner before the corpses to see what 
effect tho sudden appearance would pro- 
duco upon him. His arms were pinioned 
by a straight jacket, and his eyes covered 
with a bandage, and in this condition he 
was conveyed to his house aud stationed 
before tho bodies, which had been arranged 
for the purpose. 'When all was ready tlio 
bandage was suddenly snatched from liis 
eyes, and the first thing he belield was the 
spectacle we have described. At sight of 
these hideous objects he showed signs of 
emotion, and became deadly pale ; but when 
one of the magistrates exclaimed, “ It was 
you who killed them," he protested against 
tho accusation, and said, “ It was not I ; 
it was Hoyon." This Hoyon is a shepherd 
living at Hormi, and is about 60 years of 
age. Up to this time he had only been 
shown two bodies ; he was now suddenly 
wheeled partly round, and he saw the third 
body stretched out before him. At sight 
of this he could hold out no longer, and 
confessed I that' he had murdered the bro- 
thers with the assistance of Hoyon, At 
the sanie time he' most energetically pro- 
tested that he did not poison his wife. 
Having confessed so much, he had no 
hesitation in making other avowals as to 
the' manner in which the murdere were 
perpetiated. The first proceeding was to 
make them drunk, and then he strangled 
them, aided by Hoyon. The latter, when 
taken into custody and confronted with his 
accuser, denied vehemently that ho had 
any share in the crimes imputed to him. 
As , regards, .the money, for the sake of 
which he had committed the murders, 
Moustier affirmed that ouly one of them 
had any about him. This was Pierre, 
who had in his girdle two bank notes 
for 1000 francs, and between 1500 and 
2000 francs in gold ; and the notes he hud 
appropriated to himself, and the gold he 
divided with his accomplice. The periods 
at which the murders were committed, and 
the ages of his victims, were as follows ; — 
Pierre Joseph Thirion, aged 62 years, mur- 
dered in March Ib08 ; Nicholas, 58 years, 
murdered in.the following Aprd ; Gustavo, 
aged 43, murdered in May. 



American Artisan Governors. 

The death of John Tyler and of Franklin 
Pierce leaves Mr Millard Fillmore and AIi 
AndreSv Johnson as the only surviving ex 
Presidents. ■■ Both of these eminent per 
soilages stni.ggled up from poverty aiic 
obscurity. The following records .show u 

curious parallelism in their early life ;

Mr Johnson has oftan referred with some 
pride to his hnm'olo origin, and there maj 
still he seen over a door in Greenville tht 
sign “ A. Johnson, Tailor.” When he wa; 
Govm'nor of Tennessee he made with hi; 
his own hands a suit of clothes, and seui 
them to Mr Moorhead, Governor of tlu 
neighboring state of Kentucky. Goveruoi 
Moorhead, who had originally been u 
blricksmitli, as a return gift presented u 
shovel and tongs made by his own hands, 
The only other Presidents who commenced 
life as working men were Abraham Lin- 
coln, who served on an Ohio flat-boat, and 
was afterwarils a pail -splitter, and the 
present President, who w.as a tanner, II 
will be remembered that both the surviving 
ex-Presidents were originally elected a* 
vice-presidents.

man named Haggart, in order to lie ri 
ven.ged upon a woman who had refuse 
any longer to cohabit wiih him, entero 
tho houBO where sho lived, and threw 
bag of gunpowder upon tlie fire.
